Humbly Sheweth, | | 
HA T ſome of Your Petitioners having only Stalls in the ſaid Markets, they are compelled by the Farmers of the ſaid 


Markets, to pay Exceſſive Fines and Rents for the ſame ; which, as they can prove, is much more than was ever paid 

heretofore: And others of Your Petitioners who have only Sitting in the ſaid Markets and no otherwiſe, and having 

aid formerly ſome 2 d. ſome 3 d. and ſome 44. a Week, only for their ſaid Sitting, towards Cleaning the ſaid Mar- 

kets, as your Petitioners can prove; But the Farmers of the laid Markets (contrary to Law and Cuſtome, as. Your 

Petitioners Humbly conceive) have for ſome Years paſt compelled ſome of them to pay, ſome 15. ſome 3 s. ſome 

55. a Week, and ſome more, for their ſaid Sitting, which has occaſioned many of Your Petitioners, not being able to pay their great De- 

mands, to be forced to abſcond from the ſaid Markets, to the great Impoveriſhment of them and their Families ; and thoſe of Your 

Petitioners who have ſtill continued Sitting in the ſaid Markets, are ſo much Oppreſſed by their great Exactions, that they are ſcarce 
able to keep them and their Families in Bread. : 

And ſome of Your Petitioners having formerly refuſed to pay ſuch great Rates for their Stalls and Sittings, as have been Impoſed 
upon them, have been Arreſted and their Goods Seized, to their great Damage and Impoveriſhment ; ſome of them being Country 
People, have been forced to comply to the ſaid Farmers Demands, by reaſon they could not put in Bail, being Foreigners and unknown 
in the City. 

And — of Your Petitioners for ſome time paſt, by reaſon of the Deadneſs of Trade, —_ been unable to pay ſo great Rates 
laid upon them, are daily :threatned by the ſaid Farmers to be Arreſted, and their Goods Seized for their Arrears, which if they do, 
muſt inevitably Ruine them. 

And foraſmuch as Your Petitioners have oftentimes ſought Relief from the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen of the City of 
London, and particularly delivered a Petition on the 67h. of March, 1688. and thereupon had a Hearing before a Committee, ap- 
pointed to hear their Grievances; but Your Petitioners having no Redrels ; 


5 May it therefore pleaſe this Honourable Houſe, to take the Premiſſes into 
Conſideration, and to grant Tour Petitioners Hearing, that ſo thereby 
they may not hereafter be Burthened in the like kind, but may have their 


former Cuſtomes and Priviledges Reſtored.

Ann Whittingſtall is turned out, for not being able to pay ſo great a Rent for a Stall, to her great Ruine. 

Several Country People who only paid Formerly 2 d. a Week, are Now forced to pay 15. a Week, and ſome more, having only Sittings in the 
Markets, and no Stalls. - $ 
\ Þerb-ſellers, who paid ſome of them Formerly, but 24. 3 d. and 4 d. a Week for their oncing, are Now compelled to pay ſome 15. ſome » 5s. ſome 
35. and ſome 4s. a Week, beſides 20 or 30s. a Year demanded of them in the nature of a Ground-Rent, and are almoſt Ruined in paying ſo great 
Rates, their Gains being 1o ſmall. : |
